day to Supervisor Fred Beaty, chair- 
man of the road committee, and other 
members of the board. Completion 
of such a highway has been envis- 
aged for years. Thus made easily 
accessible, Pine Flats is expected to 
develop into one of the most popular 
mountain playgrounds in this region. 


- TWO BRIDGES 


This projected mountain boulevard 


would include two huge bridge struc- 
tures, one at '' the Narrows'' and 
the other at Devil's Half Acre, be- 
low the point where the North Fork 
flows into the West Fork of the San 
Gabriel. 


Records reveal, it was said, that 


an appropriation of $375,000 was 
made available in 1917 by the state, 
county and. forest service for con- 
struction of a highway through the 
San Gabriel to ultimately connect 
the San Gabriel valley with the des- 
ert. Adequate vision of its import- 
ance,, however, 
was lacking and, 


with consent of the supervisor from 
this district, the appropriation was 
reassigned and expended in the Pas- 
adena district. 


Carrying out the policy of flood 


control activity in all projects nec- 
essary to the protection of property 
within the county, the board of sup- 
ervisors this week announced that 
bids for the completion of Thompson 
creek reservoir, above 
Claremont, 


will be opened a week from this 
coming Monday. The work to be 
done will comprise an expenditure of 
about $60,000. 


The flood control dams and appur- 


tenant work on Thompson creek are 
at the extreme east end of the coun- 
ty, and have been ninety per cent 
completed for several years. 
The 


work consists of two dams, made 
through the use of huge gravel fills, 
with concrete core walls, blocking 
two debouching streams that flow 
around a small hill in the center of 
the stream bed. One wall is seventy 
feet high, the other forty feet high, 
and the work creates a reservoir 
with a capacity of 1000 acre feet. 
It protects the- Claremont, La Verne 
and Pomona territories.

PRAGUE LIVELIER CITY THAN 


LOS ANGELES AND AS MODERN 


COVINA TRAVELER DECLARES 


Amsterdam, 


Oct. 23, 1027. 


Dear Arpus: 


Have you over been to Praha (we 


spell it 'Prague in English), a city 
of a million and a half people, larg- 
er than Los Angeles and more lively? 
We arrive Sunday evening in a fine 
big railway station with a huge ar- 
cade and go down the street to the 
'Palace hotel, where we engage rooms 
jtiid leave our bags. We ask the clerk 
•what is the principal sight to be seen 
on Sunday. He tells us to just walk 
Siround the corner to the principal 
boulevard. We do. and sure enough, 
lie.re is the sight of Pralia—the peo- 
ple themselves. The boulevard is 
ovor l. 
r>0 feet wide, with broad side- 


walks on each side, but they do. not 
accommodate the crowds. Just as 
many walking out on the street pave- 
ments as on the sidewalks, and such 
well-dressed people! No better dress- 
ed in Paris or London, all smart and 
up-to-date and walking fast 
and 


lively, just as they did at Budapest. 
Do not picture 'the Czechoslovak 
(for 
this is the capital of the new 


republic of Czechoslovakia) as be- 
ing a poor downtrodden laboring 
class, for their merchants, bankers 


as keen 


and shrewd as any. So much new 
and professional 


street work going on. so many fine 
big apartment houses being built, 
dozens of them, and as modern as 
any in Los Angeles. Such line street 
ears, and they have a big automobile' 
factory here making their own cars. 
:ind very good looking. Also a daily 
aeroplane service with Constantino- 
7ile, Berlin and Paris. We walked 
up and down this fine boulevard with 
the crowds for an hour and a half, 
looking in the lovely shop windows 
and at the people, and they also 
look at us—a big, happy, smiling 
crowd of well-dressed people. 


By 7:30 we are hungry and go in- 


to one of the big restaurants (there 
are dozens of them) and order a good 
dinner, everything from soup to nuts. 
They ha 
biff orchestra of 


pieces, and the head waiter brings 
us a program card. My word, what a 
selection! 
Over 1500 numbers, and 


7>iostly classical music. No wonder 
the immense hall' is crowded! AYe 
expect tn get a shuck when we re- 
ceive our bill, but no. we tarry here 
over our dinner and the grand or- 
chestral music for two hours and 
<rar cheek for the three of us, in- 
cluding a generous tip to our waiter, 
is less than $3.00. The music alone 
"was worth double the 
All the 


best hotels and restaurants in Praha 
and Budapest have 
the 
orchestras 


do it?" 
But they are all big and 


fat and look well-fed. 


Here we have our first real taste 


of real German cooking! Such mar- 
velous soup! Such thick, juicy steaks 
with great heaps of mushrooms on 
top, and best of the whole list, the 
wonderful " ganzebraechten," or 
goose breast, which we heard of long 
before we reached here. It is roast- 
ed to a rich brown and served with 
brown gravy, red cabbage boiled 
with a little vinegar, boiled potatoes 
with a sprinkling of finely chopped 
parsley to look real Germany, and, oh 
hoy, I '11 say it was good. Not once, 
but four times while in Germany we 
had this delicacy, and not too ex- 
pensive either—about 75 cents for 
the whole list I have just described. 


Well, I must stop talking eat or 


you will think that is what I came 
over here for, but it- is one of the 
interesting features over here, and 
fine-looking girls and women come 
into the refreshment places and or- 
der a mug or stein of beer and drink 
it as our own Covina folks would 
drink an ice cream soda at Hcrvey 
AVerden's. Oh, yes, here is a funny 
thing: At the big cafe where we 
got our wounderful first goose dinner 
the waiter asked us what we wanted 
to drink (in English) and when we 
said. "Just plain water but lots of 
it," he laughed and said, "Yo, yo, 
dos iss American beer." 


AVe like Dresden. It is a beautiful 


•ity and called the Paris of Germany. 
Splendid streets and boulevards, fine 
public buildings and monuments and 
an art gallery. Here I spent all my 
spare time in Dresden and regretted 
I did not have more, as here you 
wonder how they could all paint so 
many wonderful pictures. I find one 
of the attendants can speak English 
and I ask him about Rembrandt, Os- 
tade. Forbosch, Durcr and Jan Steen 
and he takes me to his bosom at 
once and shows me all the rare treas- 
ures and describes them to me. He 
says he takes pleasure in showing 
the paintings to anyone who knows 
how to appreciate them, but thai 
most of the visitors do not know 
what they are seeing. I gladly slip 
him a German mark (now worth 2" 
cents) and receive a most wonderfu 
salute and bow.

shops full of this beautiful ware, but 
it is too fragile to go into our tra- 
veling bags, which are already full 
to overflowing.

German waiter did hate to servo 
these French officers, and their pres- 
ence on the Rhine is a very sore 
"thorn in the flesh" for the Ger- 
man people. 
They are all the way 


down the Rhine at the bridge heads 
from Mayence to Cologne, "Koln" 
as they call it in German. 


Early the next morning we caught 


the river steamer for the famous 
trip down the Rhine to Cologne. My 
good wife had been here before, but 
although I had1 jtfien seen pictures'ol 
the Rhine I was little prepared for 
what it really is and no words of 
mine ean describe the 
wonderful 


scenery between Mayence and Col- 
ogne, and especially at Bonn and 
the Drackenfeldts. 
The river gets 


very narrow and rapid here and the 
banks rise some 1000 feet on either 
side. They are heavily wooded, the 
leaves on the trees are dressed in 
their lovely autumn colors, the grass 
is green right down to the edge of 
the river, each pretty home along 
the banks (and there are hundreds 
of them) has its nice garden of 
flowers in front and vegetables in 
rear. Each hilltop has an old castle 
on top, some in picturesque ruins, 
others are well kept and occupied. 
Every short distance our boat stops 
at some small city or town for load- 
ing or unloading passengers. 
Can 


you picture anything more beautiful 
on a boat ride' of 11 hours? 
Here, 


again, we witness the great German 
game of eating. We took the boat 
at 8 a. m. and the game immediately 
began. 
Everyone, 
including 
our- 


selves, brought some lunch of their 
own and when it was gone they be- 
gan to buy out of the restaurant on 
the boat. I must not fail to mention 
the Rhine wine that everyone was 
talking about and drinking. 
One 


German and his wife drank four 
quart bottles of wine, two one-pint 
bottles of champaigne and four big 
steins of dark beer during the 11- 
hour trip, and neither showed any 
ill effects when we left them. They 
could speak English and seemed glad 
to point out to us the. many points 
of interest enroute. The river was 
alive with commerce. 
Smart look- 


ing tugs were tragging long, heavily 
laden barges full of coal, grapes 
machinery, beer and everything elso, 
up and down the river. At the stern 
of the tugs and each barge lived the 
owner or skipper and his family, 
and the little houses in which they 
lived wore as clean and neat as any 
one could ask for and some wen- 
quite artistic. 
Many a barge hut 


potted flowers in the cabin windows 
lace curtains and easy chairs on the 
cabin decks and sometimes a fe\v 
coop.s of chickens. 


The vineyards along the Rhine 


seem to be the principal industry 
and each vineyard reaches from the 
river high up'on the hillsides. 
The 


vineyards were full of women gath 
ering the grapes, as the vintage sea 
son is now in full swing. There were 
a few Americans on the boat an(" 
one of the young women was at 
tracting attention of the Germans 
by smoking cigarettes much of the 
time. We did not feel at all proiu 
of her and have seen no smoking 
among the German women. 


At Cologne the famous

in a good supply of uoap, cologne 
shaving soap and toilet water. This- 
famous "4711" comes from th 
street number of the shop when 
their firm has been in business ove 
300 years.

was the livliest, with Budapest a 
close second. Berlin, the most pros- 
aerous, and the Hague, or "Der 
Haag,'' as they call it here, deserves 
especial mention.
